Halifax accused the Toronto 
ladies of “slipping one over,” while 
the Toronto ladies were unkind 
enough to remark that Nova Scotia 
representatives were asleep at the 
switch and didn't even know that a 
series was on unty it was all over 

At any rate, fireworks of an or 
der that would put the well-known 
firm of Hand's to shame, have been 
the order of the day since the Lake- 
sides got back to Toronto Fin 
ally, in order to see “what was 
what,” a Toronto lawyer was given 
the pleasant assignment of findir
